No Opposition to 
Truck Rerouting 


Senate Committee Hears 
Local Group Support 
By-Pass Bill 


Senator Frank Babcock yesterday in- 
formed the local highway safety commit- 
tee that the senate committee had ap- 
proved the rerouting bill whereby the 
state department of public works would 
be given the power to divert truck traffic 
around towns. 

No opposition was expressed on Tues- 
day at the state house hearing before the 
Senate committee on highways and motor 
vehicles on the truck diverting bill intro- 
duced by the Andover Safety committee. 
A number of Andover officials and resi- 
dents were present to speak in favor of 
the bill, in addition to state engineer 
Copell who represented the state depart- 
ment of public works as being in favor. 
The matter was taken under advisement. 

State senator Frank D. Babcock of 
this district who filed the bill for the local 
committee introduced the speakers: 
chairman Howell F, Shepard of the Board 
of Selectmen; J. Augustus Remington of 
the safety committee; Chief of Police 
George A. Dane; Mrs. A. Graham Bald- 
win; Edmond E. Hammond and Fred 
Cheever. 

Mr. Remington and Chief Dane 
stressed the safety angle. Chairman 
Shepard said that several efforts had 
been made to secure relief from heavy 
trucking, but the local committee had 
been advised that the state department 
of Public Works had no authority to re- 
route truck traffic around a town. This 
bill would give the department that 
power, he said. 

A letter was read from Judge Frederic 
N. Chandler, member of the safety com- 
mittee, who was unable to attend be- 
cause of illness. 

If the bill is passed the state depart- 
ment will be able to reroute heavy 
through truck traffic over the by-pass, 
not only in Andover but in other com- 
munities where a condition similar to 
Andover’s exists. Mr Remington states 
that there are some 55 other commun- 
ities with two available highways. An 
average of 15,000 vehicles pass through 
Andover every day, Mr. Copell stated 
Tuesday. 

Over 600 citizens of Andover signed a 
petition on this matter two years ago.

In 1938, the library 
has circulated 17,759 books, an increase of 
3469 over January and February in 1937, 
The average number borrowed during 
February was 387, but on February 23d, 
exactly 500 books were taken for home 
use.

The town election on Monday is ex- 
pected to attract a heavy vote, despite the 
fact that for the first time in over a decade 
there is no opposition in the race for se- 
lectman. The fifteen candidates for tax 
collector, however, are expected to at- 
tract a large number of voters to the polls. 
In addition, there is considerable interest 
in the school committee, board of public 
works, and tree warden contests. 

All six precinct houses will be open from 
seven in the morning to seven at night. 
Returns should start coming in about 
eight, but the last precincts might be as 
late as midnight in reporting, depending 
on the size of the vote. 

The tax collector’s race provides the 
biggest puzzle of all, and while some 
names are mentioned more prominently 
than others by those who dare to hazard a 
guess, the size of the field makes it almost 
anyone’s victory. The school board, public 
works board and tree warden contests all 
have candidates who are generally elimin- 
ated by the town’s political prophets, but 
the winners are still very much in doubt.

The highest honor an 
Indian can pay has been accorded Dr. 
Petzoldt by White Man Runs Him, one of 
the three Crow scouts who served with 
Custer; he bestowed upon the missionary 
his own name.

to the tax collector. There are real estate, 
personal property, and excise and poll 
taxes; street and sidewalk assessments, 
etc. Each of these is an independent trans- 
action, must be kept separate, and an in- 
tricate system of bookkeeping maintained.

Approve Local 


W. P. A. Projects, 


An announcement from Washington 
Wednesday that the Comptroller General 
had approved W.P.A. projects for An- 
dover totalling $71,115 led many to be- 
lieve that a gigantic program of roadwork 
was to go into effect here, but Superin- 
tendent Charles T. Gilliard states that the 
sum covers all the road work on country 
roads that has to be done in Andover. The 
work will last as long as the W.P.A. lasts, 
he said, and the present local W.P.A. 
quota is so small that it would take years 


before all the work is done. 

The federal government asked for a 
blanket project taking in all farm-to- 
market roadwork, and the Board supplied 
figures on a large number of roads. There 
will be no necessity of forming new pro- 
jects for these roads in the future now 
that they have been approved. The work 
will be done as fast as the local W.P.A. 
quota can do it. 

There are nearly 80 men on the W.P.A. 
now, and the quota is being continually 
added to. It is expected that over 100 will 
soon be on the rolls.
